PASS LAW TO PREVENT STRIKE 


Freezes to Death In New York. 
Hugo Meisner, a young helper in a 
Brooklyn ice plant, was found frozen 
to death in a compartment which he 
hd entered to adjust the machinery. 
His body was stiff and stark. The tem­ 
perature on the stret at the time was 
aearly iO.

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President Wilson selected William 
L. Chambers, of the District of Co­ 
lumbia, to be commissioner of madia- 
tion and conciliation under the New- 
lands act, and G. W. W. Hangar as 
his assistant. 


Their names will be sent to the 
senate. The other two members of 
the new board will be Judge Martin 
Knapp, of the United States commerce 
court, and Louis F. Post, assistant 
secretary of labor. 


The board is a permanent institu­ 
tion to aid in the adjustment of dis­ 
putes between railroads and their em­ 
ployes, and the act creating it pro­ 
vides elaborate machinery for carrying 
on the work. 


The commissioner and his assistant 
will devote all of their time to their 
new duties, but the other two mem­ 
bers of the board will retain their 
present federal positions and act as 
mediators only when called upon. 


The Newlands bill, revising the Erd- 
man law to provide arbitration of wage 
disputes in a manner satisfactory to 
railroads and their employes, passed 
the house without-a roll call. 


The bill '/as then hurried to the 
senate, which was waiting to pass it 
for President Wilson's signature. The 
senate passed the bill without a roll 
call and it was hurriedly prepared for 
transmission to the White House. 


Later the bill reached the White 
House and soon afterward this state­ 
ment was Issued: 


“The president signed the Newlands 
act as soon as it reached the »White 
House and announced through his sec- 
retary, Mr. Tumulty, that he would 
proceed as soon as possible, consist­ 
ent with the importance of the ap­ 
pointments, to the 
selection of the 
commissioners of mediation as provid 
ed in the act.” 


The new act would establish the 
United States board of mediation and 
conciliation to consist of a federal 
commissioner of mediation and con­ 
ciliation and two other officials of the 
government, to be designated by the 
president. 


Thi3 board would be appealed to to 
intervene on a railroad labor dispute 
by either party and would first use its 
best efforts by mediation and concilia­ 
tion to bring the disputants 
to 
an 
agreement. Failure would bo follov/ed 
by an attempt on the part of the board 
to “induce the parties to submit their 
controversy 
to 
arbitration," and in 
case arbitration was agreed to spe­ 
cial boards of either three or six me­ 
diators would be chosen by the rail­ 
roads and the employes. 


Arbitration under the new law would 
be undertaken only after a definite 
agreement had been made by both 
parties to abide by the decision of the 
arbitration board for a fixed period. 


Blind Fifty Years, Sees Fsmily at Last

fifty years, recovered her sight. 


When she was a girl of sixteen her 
eyes failed until she became entirely 
blind. 
In that condition she married 
and became the mother of eight chil­ 
dren, whom she never saw until Sat­ 
urday. 


To make her burden doubly hard, 
her husband became ill, and desplto 
her handicap she was forced to take 
in washing to suupart the family. She 
struggled on until her children were 
able to earn some money for them­ 
selves. 
Then things became a bit 
easier for her, but her sightless eyes 
still aches for a sight of the children 
of whom she was so proud. 


The years passed and the children 
grew to womanhood 
and 
manhood. 
The sona brought the mother to Chi­ 
cago, where she was taken to a hos­ 
pital for treatment. 


The 
surgeons there examined her 
and found that she was suffering from 
a double cataract, which had shut the 
sight from both her eyes. She was 
discharged from the hospital, aad twQ 
sons and a daughter greeted her. 


She was taken home to Hillsdale, 
where the entire family welcomed her. 
Her sight Is not strong yet, but she 
was assured it would be better after 
a time. 


Hande Off In Mexico* 


Consideration of the Mexican situa­ 
tion took much of the time of Presi­ 
dent Wilson and his cabinet at the 
regular session. 


Secretary Bryan had a long confer­ 
ence with the president before the 
other members arrived. Although re­ 
ports 
are 
coming in from various 
sources the administration is looking 
forward to first-hand information from 
Ambassador Wilson, on his way from 
Mevico City. It was agatn authorita­ 
tively said that the attitude o the ad­ 
ministration still was unchanged. 


It was reiterated that the cabinet 
unanimously was In accord with the 
president in waiting a return to stable 


conditions boore extending recognition. 
Several oflictels said the cabinet had 
from the beginning been of the opin­ 
ion that the changing conditions of 
Mexican politics warranted the “hands 
oft" policy for some time to come. 


Secretary Bryan authorized the as* 
sertlon that he would cancel any lec­ 
ture engagement which would conflict 
with the conferences next week ho and 
the president will have with Ambassa­ 
dor Wilson. 


Some of the members of the cabinet 
were not inclined to think any action: 
would bo taken following Ambassador 
Wilson’s 
conference, and reiterated 
the belief that until elections were 
held in Mexico and an appearance of 
peace was in sight formal recognition 
probably would be withheld.

CRICKETS SING FOR JAPANESE 


Males Are Kept In Cages to Furnish 
Amusement for Their 
Owners. 


One of the most curious things to 
be seen in Japan, alike in the houses 
of rich and poor, is a small cage* of 
bamboo fibers which houses the sing­ 
ing cricket. 
The male only has the

emitted are much more metallic than 
those which ordinarily proceed from 
the throat of a bird. 


The westerner who hears these 
sounds for the first time starts up un­

DISHES TO TRY. 


When a change is desired from the 
ordinary frozen dishes, Grape Sherbet 
will be worth preparing: 
Soak half 
a box of gelatine In cold water to cov­ 
er, half an hour; cover with a cup of 
boiling w'ater and let stand in a warm 
place until thoroughly dissolved. Boll 
two pints of water with one of sugar, 
add a pint of grape juice, the juice of 
two lemons and the dissolved gelatine 
Cool and freeze. 
Serve 
in small 
glasses on grape leaves. 


Dutch Rabbit.—Prepare the rabbit 
and put an onion Inside; put it into 
a baking pan and pour over It a cup­ 
ful of water. Cover with another,pan 
and steam one hour. Remove the cov­ 
er and baste with the following mix­ 
ture: A tablespoonful of currant jelly, 
half a cup of vinegar, a tablespoonful 
of fresh butter and a teaspoonful of 
prepared mustard. Serve "with baked 
onions and brown gravy. 


Roast Duck 
and 
Rice.—Stuff the 
duck with five apples, five onions, four 
leaves of sage and thyme, fry brown 
in three tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
sufficient boiled rice to make of the 
Consistency to handle, season with salt, 
celery seed and cayenne. Roast, bast­ 
ing often. 


Tuttl Fruttl Pudding.—This 
is 
a 
very rich pudding, and 
should 
be 
served in ver£ small portions: 
Use 
half a cup of beef suet chopped fine, 
one-half cup of butter, one cup of ma­ 
ple sirup, half a cup of sugar, one cup 
of sour cream into which has been 
stirred a teaspoonful of soda, 
two 
eggs (whites and yolks beaten sepa­ 
rately): fold in a cup of flour, a cup 
of graham and a teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar sifted with the flour. Light­ 
ly flour a third of a cup of candied 
cherries, a half cup of raisins, a fourth 
of a cup of citron and a half cup of al­ 
mond meats. 
Mix into the,mixture 
and steam in small molds for 
twro 
hours. 
A hard sauce flavored with 
nutmeg is good for this pudding. 


Cherry Ice.—Pit and 
crush 
two 
quarts of cherries, sprinkle 
with 
a 
quart of sugar, add the crushed ker­ 
nels of a dozen cherries and let them 
stand two hours; add a pint of wa­ 
ter, press through a strainer and near­ 
ly freeze. 
When partly frozen, add 
the whites of two eggs beaten 
stiff. 
Serve in glasses with fresh cherries 
to garnish.

Cook over hot water, stirring 
constantly until the mixture thickens, 
then add two tablespoonfuls of gela­ 
tine soaU’d in half a cup of cold wa­ 
ter and two-thirds of a cup of sugar, 
of ice water and add the mashed pulp 
of ice wate and add the mashed pulp 
of four bananas and one tablespoonful 
of lemon juice. 
Stir until the mix­ 
ture begins to thicken, then fold in 
the whip from three and a half cups of 
cream. 
Turn into a mild and chill 
thoroughly. 


Franglpan Pie.—Make and roll out 
to a fourth of an inch in thickness a 
good rich pastry. Cut the size of lay- 
er cake, using a pan for a marker.; 
Bake three of these crusts and put 
them together' with sweetened, fla­ 
vored whipped .cream. Any fruit may 
be added, to the cream, if desired, or 
nuts may be used for variety. Straw­ 
berries are especially nice for this 
pie. A cupful of berries crushed and 
added to the c.ream makes a delicious 
flavor.

Fruit Blanc Mange.—Mix well two 
tablespoonfuls of cornstarch and half 
a cup of sugar; add to *a pint pf hot 
milk-and cook until smooth, thick and 
the raw taste of the starch is removed, 
then add a beaten egg, and when cold 
pour over any 
fruit,

with 
cream or a thin custard.

Johann van den Broeck, who arrived 
the other day from Java on his way 
home to Zaandam, Holland, to see hi* 
family, said that his grandfather, Cor­ 
nelius van den Broeck, was the first 
man to have the idea of screw’ pro­ 
pellers for steamships instead of side 
wheels. 


“It was in 1S38, I have been told/’

“The water began pouring into the 
after hold and Capt. van den Broeck 
ordered the after hatch to be taken 
off to see how» much water was com­ 
ing in. Directly the hatch covers were 
removed, the enormous head of the 
whale could be seen in the gloom of 
the hold, and he started to blow the 
water out through the open hatch as 
fast as it poured in, so my grandfa­ 
ther said, and in his struggle to re­

He tells

the country.“ He used “gallons“ with 
“gold” for the alliteration.

man said, “I could have made monu­ 
ments of money, if I had 
stayed in 
America.“ 


It is said that the English peasant 
has a vocabulary of from 300 to 500 
words. 
Doctor Pedersen took down 
2,500 words used by the Irish peasant­ 
ry of the Aran islands. 
Dr. Douglas 
Hyde wrote down a vocabulary of 3,- 
000 words from the mouths of Roscom­ 
mon peasants who could neither read 
nor write, and he thinks he fell short 
by 1,000 wfords of the vocabulary in ac­ 
tual use! He believes that in Munster, 
especially in Kerry, the average vo­ 
cabulary in use among Irish speakers 
is probably between 5,000 
and 6,000 
words. 


Behind this abundant vocabulary 
there is a highly developed social 
sense. In peasant Ireland, satire is 
current, and has noticeable effect. An 
old man ate a meal in his son’s house 
one day, and afterward he spoke of his 
daughter-in-law’s housekeeping.

“Very great scorners of death,“ says 
the Elizabethan observers.—Youth’s 
Companion.

A Wonderful Bush.

To those who are acquainted with 
the history of espionage, this state­ 
ment comes as no surprise, for nearly 
all the most sensational spying cases 
of recent years have been engineered 
by unscrupulous women. 


For when it comes to trickery there 
is no match for a clever woman, espe­ 
cially if, as is often the case, she has 
natural beauty allied to her powers of 
stealing confidences. 


Only a few years back an important 
German fortress had to be entirely re­ 
built owing to France obtaining ex­ 
tensive and valuable information re­ 
garding its armaments and the geog­ 
raphy of the important portion of Ger­ 
man frontier that it guarded. And 
this act was made necessary owing to 
the ramifications of a French woman 
whose attractive personality enabled 
h<*r to worm these secrets from im­ 
portant 
Berlin officials, 
in 
whose 
homes she was implicitly trusted and 
entertained. 


Recently a charming woman who., 
posed as a governess was sentenced 
to four years' penal servitude for spy­ 
ing. She was employed by two Euro­ 
pean powers, and by acting as a gov­ 
erness to the children of naval officers 
in Paris and Berlin she paved the 
way to acquaintance with those hold­ 
ing responsible positions. 


With remarkable audacity she an­ 
nexed charts and plans and sold them 
in the right quarters. This she found 
an easy task, having, in her position 
of governess, ample means of learning 
in wh^t part of the house such docu­ 
ments wrere stored, and it was not 
until a bunch of duplicate keys of a 
number of admiralty safes were found 
in her possession that suspicion fell 
upon her. 


Every one remembers the sensation 
several years ao when most complete 
plans of the interior of the first Brit­ 
ish dreadnought were published in a 
German newspaper. 
About this time 
an attractive American woman of Ger­ 
man descent disappeared from Lon­ 
don’s society circles, where, by rea­ 
son of her charming personality and 
apparent wealth, she had been given 
a hearty welcome. 


An inquiry was held on the affair, 
and it was suggested that this woman 
probably knew a good deal about the 
leakage of these Important plans, and 
probably further proceedings would 
have been taken had not the honor of 
several officers 
high standing in 
naval and society circles been in­ 
volved. 


Age of Machine Soldiers. 


Particulars of the alleged invention 
of a machine soldier by a Danish en­ 
gineer, have been widely published in 
the French press. The machine sol­ 
dier consists of a cylindrical 
device 
which, in time of peace, could be bu­ 
ried under the ground, and in time of 
war, by pressing a button, it could rise 
to the surface, discharge 400 shots and 
kill the enemy at a distance of 2,000 
yards. 
The amusing calculation ia 
made that if a line of these mechanical 
soldiers were placed all the way from 
Vesoul or Belford to Sedan, a distance 
of 100 miles could be made practical­ 
ly impassable for any army, especially 
if the mechanical soldiers were placed 
at a metre’s interval from each oth­ 
er, and in a line 20 deep. This would 
require only 3,200,000 mechanical sol­ 
diers, and assuming that each cost 
600f, the whole thing could be done 
by spending £64,000,000. By pressing 
a few electric buttons an army of more 
than 3,000,000 soldiers would thus 
spring out of the ground and protect 
certainly that part of ¿he frontier. But 
all the ordinary inhabitants would first 
have to be warned out of the danger 
zone.

STATE WIDE PRIMARY. 


Governor Tener hae signed the Jones 
State wide primary bill, which does away 
entirely with the old convention nominat­ 
ing system in Pennsylvania and provides 
that all candidates for elective offices, 
from governor and U. S. senators down 
to ward officers, must go before the peo­ 
ple for nomination by direct vote. 
The 
primary gives the people the right to vote 
for their choice for president of the U. S., 
and national delegates must pledge them­ 
selves on the primary ballot to support 
the popular choice of the state for presi­ 
dent, or go on official record as refusing 
to give such a pledge. 
State committtee- 
and all other party officers are also to be 
chosen at the direct primaries. Primaries 
are made more like regular election than 
heretofore. Each is to be held on Tues­ 
day, from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. 
All liquor 
places mst be closed from 6 a. m. to 8 p. 
m. One primary to be held each year, 
the third Tuesday of May in even num­ 
bered years and the third Tuesday of Sep­ 
tember in odd years. This year it is Sep­ 
tember 
next. 
The Spring primary is 
for general election candidates and party 
officers; the Fall primary for municipal 
candidates.

When a change Is desired from the 
ordinary frozen dishes. Grape Sherbet 
will be worth preparing: 
Soak halt 
A box of gelatine in cold water to cov- 
er. half an hour; cover with a cup of 
boiling water and let stand In a warm 
place until thoroughly dissolved. Boll 
two pints of water with one of sugar, 
add a pint of grape Juice, the Juice of 
two lemons and the dissolved gelatine 
Cool and freeze. 
Serve 
in small' 
glasses on grape leaves. 


Dutch Rabbit.—Prepare the rabbit 
and put an onion Inside; put it Into 
a baking pan and pour over It a cup- 
ful of water. 
Cover with another,pan 
and steam one hour. Remove the cov- 
er and baste with the following mix- 
ture: 
A tablespoonful of currant Jelly, 
half a cup of vinegar, a tablespoonful 
of fri^sh butter and a teaspoonful ol 
prepared mustard. 
Serve Vlth baked 
onions and brown gravy. 


Roast Duck and Rice.—Stuff the 
duck with five apples, five onions, four 
leaves of sage and thyme, fry brown 
in three tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
sufficient boiled rice to make of the 
Consistency to handle, season with salt, 
celery seed and cayenne. 
Roast, bast- 
ing often. 


Tutti FruttI Pudding.—This is a 
very rich pudding, and 
should be 
served in very small portions; Use 
half a cup of beef suet chopped fine, 
one-half cup of butter, one cup of ma- 
ple sirup, half a cup of sugar, one cup 
of sour cream into which has been 
stirred a teaspoonful of soda, two 
eggs (whites and yolks beaten sepa- 
rately): fold in a cup of flour, a cup 
of graham and a teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar sifted with the flour. Light- 
ly flour a third of a cup of candled 
cherries, a half cup of raisins, a fourth 
of a cup of citron and a half cup of al- 
mond meats. 
Mix Into the,mixture 
and steam in small molds for tw^o 
hours. A hard sauce 
flavored 
with 
nutmeg is gootl for this pudding. 


Cherry Ice.—Pit and 
crush two 
quarts of cherries, sprinkle 
with a 
quart of sugar, add the crushed ker- 
nels of a dozen cherries and let them 
stand two hours; add a pint of wa- 
ter, press through a ^trainer and near- 
ly freeze. 
When partly frozen, add 
the whites of two eggs beaten 
stiff. 
Serve In glasses with fresh cherries 
to garnish. 


The importance of scienttfio cookery can 
hardly be exaggerated. 
InteUectual labor 
la. in its origin, as d»»pendent upon the art 
of cookery as the disemination of Its re- 
pults is dependent upon paper-making and 
printing.

Banana Cream.—Beat the whites of 
two eggs- slightly, and add one-fourth 
of a cup of powdered sugar and, grad- 
ually, three-fourths of a cup of hot 
cream. 
Cook over hot water, stirring 
constantly until the mixture thickens, 
then add two tablespoonfuls of gela- 
tine soaI.«'d in half a cup of cold wa- 
ter and two-thirds of a cup of sugar, 
of Ice water and add the mashed pulp 
of Ice wate and add the mashed pulp 
of four bananas and one tablespoonful 
of lemon juice.

week she had been threatened by her 
husband that ho would kill her.

leges that to impress these threats he 
has hit her on the-head with the butt oi 
the revolver. 
Some days before the 
shooting she managed to get the gun from 
Goff and hid it in a buffet drawer. 
Wed 
nesday morning Goff again began to abuse 
his wife, when he hit and knocked her 
down. 
In the quarrel that preceded this 
blow Mrs, Goff had one of her teeth 
knocked o u t a n d 
received numerous 
marks over her arms and 
shoulders. 
Blanche Penn, a siater, who stays with 
the Goffs ran into the room and seeinir 
her sister lying on^ the floor was told by 
Goff that, if she knew where his wife 
had hidden the revolver she should get it 
and he would proceed to 
the re 


mainder of the family, herself included 
Miss Penn ran down stairs, got the re 
volver and, in her excited state of mind, 
fired two shots each one taking effect,the 
first in the left wrist, the second a glanc- 
ing shot in the right chest, the bullet em 
bedding^itself in the man's shoulder. Af- 
ter the shooting both Goff and Miss Penn 
ran into the street, the former getting as 
far as thelWabash Hotel where he fainted 
from exhaustion and loss of blood. De« 
tective Wilson arrived on the scene and 
took Miss Penn in charge. 
Goff was tak- 
en to the county jail where he was given 
treatment by the jail physician. 
Both 
were confined in jail awaiting a hearing. 


At a hearing Wednesday afternoon, be 
fore Squire Hill in the county jail, Goff 
was held for court on a charge of assault 
and battery brought against him by his 
wife, Sadie Goff. Blanche Penn was also 
held for court, the charge being assault 
and battery with intent to kill. 
Both 
were committed to jail, Blanche in de- 
fault of $1000 bail. 
Goff was suffering 
greatly from his wounds and was taken to 
the York hospital in the evening for fur-, 
ther treatment.

Add the Charm of Femininity and 
Thus Win the Confidenct 
They Seek. 
" 


Women from time immemorial havt- 
been the greatest spies in 
history. 
Their charms and resources 
adapt 
them to every line of apprehensive 
endeavor, from tracking the erring 
New York husband to obtaining the 
plans and the specifications of the bat- 
tleships and. the forts of the great 
powers. 


To those "who are acquainted with 
the history of espionage, this state- 
ment comes as no surprise, for nearly 
all the most sensational spying cases 
of recent years have been engineered 
by unscrupulous women. 


For when it comes to trickery there 
is no match for a clever woman, espe- 
cially if, as is often the case, she has 
natural beauty allied to her powers of 
stealing confidences. 


Only a few years back an important 
German fortress had to be entirely re- 
built owing to France obtaining ex- 
tensive and valuable Information re- 
garding its armaments and the geog- 
raphy of the important portion of Ger- 
man frontier that it guarded. 
And 
this act was made necessary owing to 
the ramifications of a French woman 
whose attractive personality enabled 
h<if to worm these secrets from im- 
portant 
Berlin 
ofiicials, in 
whose 
homes she was implicitly trusted and 
entertained. 


Recently a charming woman who^ 
posed as a governess was sentenced 
to four years' penal servitude for spy- 
ing. She was employed by two Euro- 
pean powers, and by acting as a gov- 
erness to the children of naval officers 
in Paris and Berlin she paved the 
way to acquaintance with those hold- 
ing responsible positions. 


With remarkable audacity she an- 
nexed charts and plans and sold them 
in the right quarters. This she found 
an easy task, having, in her position 
of governess, ample means of learning 
In what part of the house such docu- 
ments were stored, and it was not 
until a bunch of duplicate keys of a 
number of admiralty safes were found 
In her possession that suspicion fell 
upon her. 


Every one remembers the sensation 
several years ao when most complete 
plans of the interior of the first Brit- 
ish dr^dnought were published in a 
German newspaper. 
About this time 
an attractive American woman of Ger- 
man descent disappeared from Lon- 
don's society circles, where, by rea- 
son of her charming personality and 
apparent wealth, she had been given 
a hearty welcome. 


An inquiry was held on the affair, 
and it was suggested that this woman 
probably knew a good deal about the 
leakage of these important plans, and 
probably further proceedings would 
have been taken had not the honor of 
several ofilcers ci high standing In 
naval and society circles been 
in- 
volved. 


Age of Machine Soldiers. 


Particulars of the alleged invention 
of a machine soldier by a Danish en- 
gineer, have been widely published in 
the French press. The machine sol- 
dier consists of a cylindrical 
device 
which, in time of peace, could be bu- 
ried under the ground, and in time of 
war, by pressing a button. It could rise 
to the surface, discharge 400 shots and 
kill the enemy at a distance of 2,000 
yards. 
The amusing calculation ia 
made that if a line of these mechanical 
soldiers were placed all the way from 
Vesoul or Belford to Sedan, a distance 
of 100 miles could be made practical- 
ly impassable for any army, especially 
if the mechanical soldiers were placed 
at a metre's interval from each oth- 
er, and in a line 20 deep. This would 
require only 3,200,000 mechanical sol- 
diers, and assuming that each cost 
500f, the whole thing could be done 
by spending £64,000,000, By pressing 
a few electric buttons an army of more 
than 3,000,000 soldiers would 
thus 
spring out of the ground and protect 
certainly that part of i:he frontier. But 
all the ordinary inhabitants would first 
have to be warned out of the danger 
zone. Is the age of the soldier auto* 
maton really coming?

ber 19, 1805, three yeare before the found- 
ing of the college. In 1829 the church was 
enlargedi the buildmg being Ubed by the 
Btudeate until about five years ago.

"The hole they kept me In was 
reached by a long, slanting hall that 
ran to the upper ground, outside the 
city prison, in which were confined 
most of the prisoners taken by the 
government. 
At the top of the run- 
way there was a sentry, but there was 
none at the 
door.

stand it down there. 


"After a while L found out that tho 
sentry above was oup of the regular 
prison keopers, and not. one of Cas- 
tro's paid soldiers. 
He used to bring 
my food and water to me once a day 
and shove it through ^ sort of grill 
In the bottom of the cell door, which 
w^s battened on the outside with a 
bar. 
The grill was about 14 inches 
square, and 1 spent a long time trying 
to get at the outside bar to slide it 
back. Could I do that, 1 often thought, 
I could work myself through the open- 
ing and have a chance to get free. 
But it wasn't any use.

"Sometimes when the man

down with my food Id a&k him in 
Spanish, of which I'd picked up a lit- 
tle, what was the news above ground, 
and he'd tell me how many rebels had 
been killed that day by the govern- 
ment troops.
